Nearly 200 dead and hundreds injured was the toll count- 


ed today in the wake of tornados and snowstorms which roar- 
ed through portions of central and southern states last night 
and early today. 


At least 170 persons were killed by the series of tor- 


nados that ripped through Alabama, 
Georgia, Tennessee, 


Kentucky and South Carolina. 


More deaths, at least five in the

.ttnbuted to 
heavy snow and 


igh wind. Illinois, Iowa, Indiana 


and lower Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin were also hit. 


Considerable property 


was done in Ohio by tornado-like 
winds accompanied by pelting rain 
and hail and thunder and light- 
ning. Damage in Butler-co alone 
totaled $250,000 according to late 
estimates. 


Between $50,000 
and $100,000 


damages were done in Radnor, O., 
and its surrounding farm lands.

H E. Curry of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau, research department, who 
is traveling through the northern 
section of the state, reported that 
the potential damage to fruit is 
great.

other less serious diseases of the kid- 
ney. 
Any inflammation of the kid- 


ney is called "nephritis." 
Bri^ht's 


disease is merely one form of ne- 
phritis. After a long illness such as 
pneumonia, grippe, typhoid fever or 
rheumatic fever, nephritis may de- 
velop. In children, scarlet fever is 
always serious because of the danger 
of kidney infection.
